Letting your crops suffer for mois¬ 
ture while the canal is full of water, 
is as foolish as for a man to starve 
to death while the cupboard is full 
of food. Just tbcause his wife is not 
there to set the table. 

Every one will admit that a soak¬ 
ing rain would be of great benefit to 
the crops at the present time, and so 
would a cor.sicnt ii ligation. The only 
difference in value would be In the 
method of application. Yet thoic are 
people with a good water right and 
splendid crop prospects who arc fool¬ 
ishly waiting for rain instead of ap¬ 
plying the water to the suffering 
crops. 

The growth of the plants depends, 
in a larjc mca.su.c, upon the moisture 
content of the soil for it is through 
the available water in the soil that 
the plant food is taken up and car¬ 
ried by the rootlets to the plant. No 
matter how fertile the soil if there 
is not sufficient moisture in it , there 
will be no growth; hence the necess¬ 
ity of supplying the necessary moist¬ 
ure.

Fascinating Links 
in Canada’s History

Ottawa. July 10 (Special to the 
Recorder)—Juan de la Cosa, who ac¬ 
companied Columbus as a cartograph 
er, on his exploration and finding of 
North America), returned to Spain 
in 1500 a nd shortly after drew a map 
of the country which they had dis¬ 
covered and the country traversed in 
the journey. It is supposedly the 
Jrst map which includes North Am* 
;ica and was mislaid and not found 
until 1832 when the original manu¬ 
script was discovered in Paris. At 
the time only 50 copies were made 
ind the Dominion Archives, at Ot- 
‘awa, is the proud possessor of one 
if the copies. The map is 40 by 75 
nches and is of interest even to the 
most vague person seeking informa¬ 
tion reg-ardig thc early history of 
Canada. 

It is in color and to depict the 
winds, La Cosa uses four heads of 
men and the expression of their faces 
'how whcth 2 r they are favorable 
vinds or not. Countries are divided 
iy the picture of Monarchs sitting on 
the thrones, this mostly being in the 
Eurasian district. The three wife 
men a.e shown following the star, in 
the portion which is reserved for the 
Holy Land and the temple of Babylon 
and Libia are shown in their respect¬ 
ive niches. 

Perhaps it is a legend but an inter¬ 
esting tale is told regarding the map 
At once it is noticeable that if it 
were being studied by four people 
around a table, each one would face 
printing directly in front of him. The 
legend runs that the nobles objected 
to having to read such maps upside 
down so this strategist made his map 
in a maimer that all would be satis¬ 
fied. 

Trading posts on the coast of 
Africa and the Mediterranean are 
conspicuous. It is very remarkable 
the clcur way in which LaCosa sket¬ 
ched the East Coast to Florida and it 
is the wonder of the present day of 
how he was able to a chicve this after 
his voyage. 

Of the 35,000 maps which are in 
tlie map room of the Archives La- 
Cosa's map is one of the most interest 
ing and is well worth a great deal 
of study. Students studying the early 
life of the conutry view it with deep 
regard for the excellent work done 
by the cartographer.

•*I think (hat the increase in un¬ 
employment has stopped in t 
United States and that by the tii iu 
the Fall comes around, things will 
be much better,” declared Profes¬ 
sor l^eo Wolman, of Boston, inti r- 
viewed aboard S.S. Empress of 
Australia, on his way to tho In¬ 
ternational Wage Conference at 
Genevu. “The worst has passed,’ 
he added, “and things are looking 
blighter again.” 

Canada’s new championship golf 
course, the Royal York of Toronto, 
was opened officially May 19, in t ie 
presence of a distinguished gather¬ 
ing of golfers and Canadian Pacific 
and civic officials. George S. 
Lyon, Grand Old Man of Canadian 
golf, drove the first ball, and later 
in the day. the clubhouse was hon¬ 
ored by the inspection visit of Their 
Excellencies, l»rd and Lady Will- 
iugdon. The course is iu connec¬ 
tion with the Royal York Hotel 
and will be at the disposal of 
guests. 

W. R. Maclnnes, vice-president 
in charge of traffic, Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway, since 1918, and after 
45 years’ service with the company, 
retires May 31 at his own request, 
and will be succeeded by George 
Stephen, at pre^jnt freight traffic 
manager. In announcing the 
change, E. W. Beatty, chairman and 
president of the railway, said: — 
“Mr. Maclnnes has been in the 
company’s service for forty-five 
years and has discharged his ex¬ 
acting duties as freight traffic man¬ 
ager and as vice-president in charge 
of traffic with conspicuous ability 
and loyalty to the company's inter¬ 
ests. By his retirement the com¬ 
pany loses one of its ablest and 
most respected officers.” 

More than four hundred varieties 
of apples have been originated at 
the Canadian Government Central 
Experimental Farm at Ottawa with¬ 
in the last 35 years.

Five years ago the total output 
of petroleum in Alberta was 168,- 
643 barrels; last year It rose to 
999,152 barrels, of which 981.221 
barrels came from the Turner 
Valley, the comparatively new field 
about 35 miles south-west of Cal¬ 
gary. 


Tho baby iu more likely to have dig¬ 
estive upsets during the hot weather 
than at other reasons. The value of 
breast feeding is seen a this time. Dig 
estivc disturbances do not occur as 
frequently in babies who arc being 
naturally led. 

The milk for the artificially-fed 
baby, while it should, at all times, be 
c urefully safeguarded, must be looked 
after with even additional precautions 
during the hot weather. 

During the hot weather, milk is 
more easily contaminated. Flics and 
insects which carry infection do not 
hesitate to light on and bathe in the 
milk, and so infect it. Milk mu.it 
always be kept covered a nd protected 
from flics and insects. 

When milk is warm, any germs 
which may have found their way into 
It multiply at an amazing rate. If 
such milk is given to the baby, the 
heavy dose of germs which he there¬ 
by receives is apt to set up diarrhoeal 
conditions. Milk should be kept cold, 
and this means on ice. It must not be 
allowed to stand around In the heat 
for even short periods of time. 

In hot weather everyone is better 
with less food than usual. This ap¬ 
plies to the baby as well as to adults. 
Do not overfeed the baby in the cum¬ 
mer. Do not urge him to finish his 
bottle if he docs not seem inclined 
to do so. During the excessive heat, 
the amount of milk is better reduced 
for the time that the hot spell 1 .sts. 
Do not forget, however, that the baby 
Is thirsty in hot weather just as you 
are. He should be given plenty of cool 
water between feedings. Boil the 
water, first of all if there is any 
doubt as to its purity. 

When the days are hot, keep the 
baby in as cool a place as is availxble 
His clothing should be very light—a 
thin shirt and a diaper are sufficient 
when it is very hot. Sponge baths 
help to keep the baby clean and cool. 

Heat rash may occur at any time, i 
It is caused by excessive perspira¬ 
tion which may occur as a result of 
the weather or by the childs wearing 
too much clothing Lighter clothing 
auiable to the weatiier should be used 
The parts affected by the rash should 
be sponged several times a day with 
a solution made up of one teaspoon- 
ful of baking-soda in one pint of 
water. 

If, in spite of all care, diarrhoea 
does occur it must be recognized as 
a condition that is serious and not to 
be treated lightly. Stop all feedings, 
give cool water to drink, p,nd send 
for the doctor. If this is done immed¬ 
iately, the condition is checked before 
damage has been done, or before it 
his taken a firm hold. 

Hot weather disturbances are to be 
guarded against but if they do occur, 
there should be no delay in dealing 
with them.
